Now being gay in Niagara ‘is not a big thing'

A decade ago, this gathering 
of tolerance might have been 
unthinkable: 

Ted Mouradian joined a lively 
neighbourhood baby shower in 
St. Catharines recently. It was 
thrown for a male couple who’d 
just adopted a girl. 

“The whole mixed street got 
together and it was a great time," 
said Mouradian, with some 
wonderment. “It was actually 
the couple's non-gay, next-door 
neighbour family who put this 
on. It made me think, 'Wow, we 
have come a long way."' 

Reflecting on his life as a gay 
man living in Niagara, he notes 
“what's differentnowis there’s a 
lot of open support, and it really 
is everywhere m Niagara." 

As the latest Pride Niagara 
festival was preparing to wrap 
up with a Pride in the Park event 
June 6 in St Catharines, Moura¬ 
dian, 67, is reflective about how 
far the they've come.

Soon, 
Greenwich Village residents 
rallied behind the protesters 
in what became known as 
the Stonewall Riots. 

"It was essentially the first 


time gays said, ‘You have no 
right to treat us like this, we 
are human, and we are who 
we are,”’ said Ted Mouradian, 
a St. Catharines resident 
who has been active in the 
local gay community. 

“This was really the 
beginning of the gay rights 
movement in North America.
